Child abuse is a serious problem in our society. It is so 
serious, in fact, that teachers and counselors who even suspect 
abuse, and do not report it can be fined up to $500, or put in jail 
for six months.The reason for having such severe penalties is that 
people are not reporting incidences they are aware of. 

WHY DONT PEOPLE REPORT CHILD 
ABUSE? Maybe they're afraid of what would 
happen to their student, or friend if they 
were turned in. This is what happens; once 
an incident of child abuse has been recognized by the Child 
Protective Service (C.P.S.), or the police, they will immediately 
go to the youth to see if there is any physical evidence of abuse. 

If there is any evidence of abuse, another report will be made and 
filed with the C.P.S. A policeman and a representative from the 
C.P.S. will then examine the youth, and decide whether it is safe 
for him to go home. If it is necessary, the police will talk with 
the family. Unfortunately, not all reports result in any action 
being taken. 

HOW CAN YOU TELL IF SOMEONE IS BEING ABUSED? 
Well, there are many physical characteristics, such as the obvious; 
bums and bruises that occur regularly, especially is places where 
people don't normally get bruised, such as the arms, back and 
especially the face. Then there are mental characteristics such as

withdrawal from friends, extreme attitude changes (from happy to 
depressed for no apparent reason), or a tendancy to fall asleep in 
class periodically. This, of course, doesn't mean that just because 
someone falls asleep in English every day, he is being abused. 

You can tell when something is going on with a friend for 

example, he may act depressed when he 
usually really energetic. Another way to 
tell that something is disturbing a friend is 
that he may be avoiding going home after 
school, as if he is afraid. The best way to discern whether 
someone is being abused or not, according to Winifred Kershaw 
of the drop-in center, is to remember: "No discipline should leave 
a mark or a scar." 

REPORTING AN INCIDENT OF CHILD ABUSE CAN BE VERY 
SCARY. You don't know if whoever your reporting will be mad at 
you, or what will happen to the kid if his parents think he is 
going around telling everyone he's being abused. "It's a very 
touchy situation, you don't know if you should get too involved 
or just pretend you don't see it," says Winifred Kershaw. You 
should probably just use your best judgement, maybe put yourself 
in the position of the person being abused. Ask yourself," does 
he really need my help?"

Alas, Spring is here. Minds will be drifting and grades will be 
dropping. We will be needing all the encouragement we can get 
from our peers and our parents to get through this period. 
Sociologists at Stanford University have found in a recent survey 
that this encouragement is imperative to the success of the 
student. The study simply stated that students who have parental 
support tend to excell in school. 

Almost 8,000 Bay Area students were followed throughout the 
two years with 4,000 of their parents. The survey director at 
Stanford, Sanford Domsbusch said, "Encouragement helps. The 
lowkey use of praise, encouragement and offers to help are 
associated with good praise." 

Domsbusch continued to ellaborate that rewards are bad for both 
the academic and the dental health of the student. He believed that 
the student is likely to worry more about the rewards than the 
grades. Domsbusch went on to say that punishments are equally

bad for the academic health of the student. "Emotional upset is 
the worst possible reaction to poor grades," said Domsbusch . 

"When the parents are upset and the child is upset, we find an 
association with poor grades." 

There were some surprises in the survey. For instance, the more 
athletic students tend to have higher grades. This trend continued 
as long as the athletes spend less than 30 hours in training per 
week. 

Also, television watchers and students of divorced parents 
tended to get low grades. 

So, if you want to become a good student, you should look at 
the stereotype of the good student presented at the conclusion of 
the survey: this student is a Vietnamese athlete who studies at 
least 40 hours a week and participates in sports no more than 30 
hours a week. 


Will you be a high school dropout?

high school diploma earns 50% less than that of a high school 
graduate. Martin Baron exemplifies the most common attitude of 
dropouts, "And now I feel badly. If I could do it all over, I'd have 
spent a lot more time at school...played lots more sports...more 
into school activities." Martin is now 18 years old and attending 
Loma Vista Adult Center (taken from a February 16, 1986 article 
published in The Valley Times). 

A majority of students, around 76% of all drop outs, stop going 
to school between grades 11 and 12. This is due to the sudden 
realization that two or three years of messing around and goofing 
off has left them far short of the graduation requirements. The 
lesson to be learned from all of this is to be aware of the 
importance of graduating from high school, and never lose sight 
of the graduation requirements. During the freshman and 
sophomore years it is very easy to forget them and just have fun. 
Although having fun is an important aspect of high school, 
school's primary function is to educate you-the student. Granada 
is here to serve the students, not to harm or damage them. It is 
here to serve your best interests, and much effort, time, money, 
and love is put into it. 

If you feel you are having problems in school, or want more 
from our school, talk to a faculty member or counselor. There are 
a variety of programs offered for different kinds of students that 
you might not be aware of (programs such as ROP, Work 
Experience, and FEAST). As more attention is focused on the 
problem of dropouts more programs are being developed. Just 
remember, schools are here to serve you. 
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Just can't take it anymore! Ten math problems to do, five pages 
to read in Animal Farm, and a paragraph to write on George 
Washington. Who cares what the square root of 49 is and what is 
the big deal about George Washington—he has been dead for over 
150 years? 

An increasing number of students have been dropping out of 
school. This has become an urgent problem which is being given 
considerable attention locally, statewide, and nationally. The 
problem is serious and rapidly moving towards disastrous. Well, 
we live in a nice middle class suburban community—we do not have 
those types of problems. Guess again! The attrition rate (number 
of students enrolled as freshmen who do not graduate with then- 
class) for Livermore and Granada High Schools is approximately 
33%. That is one out of every 3 students. There are many factors 
which lead to dropouts. Three of the major causes are teenage 
pregnancy (accounts for 14% of attrition rate statewide), overage 
and failure to satisfy graduation requirements, and work. The 
pregnancy rate is a staggering 10% of white teenage girls and an 
even more alarming 25% of black teenage girls. The problem of 
dropout students is growing rapidly, matched only by increased 
efforts of the states and local school districts to combat the 
problem. 

All this data is great-but who cares? In the words of Mr. 
Cameron, a master at this art, the "gut level" is going to be 
reached. Stories are commonplace dealing with high school 
dropouts who become millionaires. Those make news because they 
are the exception, not the rule.

Kristina Nielsen, from Denmark, stated 
that one of the main differences between 
Americans that she has met and the Danish 
people is that,"people are more friendly 
here."

In 
Denmark Kristina goes to a lot of parties 
as do many teenagers.

Jose Medeiros. 

Bom in 1938 on the island of Pico in the Azores , 900 miles 
west of Portugal, he was the eldest of two sons. His father was a 
fanner, one of the two trades on this island. Ever since childhood, 
Mr. Medeiros wanted to be a teacher, the other trade open to him. 

He went through school until age 15, all paid for by an uncle 
living in Livermore. At this time, he came to study in the United 
States. "I made the decision (to study in America) when I was 
seven years old, when my uncle first came...to visit in 1946, right 
after the war. He just asked me one day if I wanted to go to school 
(in America), and I said yes. That got the ball rolling." 

AfLer the ball got rolling, he finished his grammar school 
education in Pico, and then flew to the U.S. His first stop: New 
York. "The change was very drastic, because I came from a town 
of 12,000....I can remember the most amazing thing was the 
number of cars...and the number and different sizes of the buildings 
in New York. It was just astronomical." 

After graduating from Livermore High School, he went on to the 
University of California at Berkeley, St. Mary's College, and San 
Francisco State University. He has a master's degree in the 
romantic languages. 

In 1964, after being offered a job as the Spanish and French 
teacher at a school he had never seen, Medeiros came to Granada 
for $5,800 a year. "When I came here...our biggest need was 
materials....We didn't have enough books for all of the kids...we 
didn't have any tapes, we didn't have any...instructional materials, 
we didn't have any tape recorders, we didn't have any materials of 
any kind. 

"I was the first soccer coach at Granada High School. At that 
time, many of the kids didn't even know what a soccer ball looked 
like." 

He has taught in the foreign language department for 13 years, 
was a dean for three years, a vice-principal for four, and is now in 
his second term as principal. He really enjoys what he does, but 
why? "Because I have the opportunity to make things happen." 

Medeiros is "totally dedicated to Granada High School and to 
make it a good school." To accomplish this goal, he has enacted 
programs to enrich Granada'a curriculum. 

"We started putting (in certain courses), the newspaper was one
